Today, Friday, March 27, 19<&, I mot at CIA headquarters with 
Mr. Bocca to review the CIA file on Leo Harvey- Oswald. The file 
■ contains those materials furnished to us previously by CIA. In 
addition, it. contains the following materials: 

a. Cable reports iron the CIA station in Mexico of Koveriber 

22 and 23, I9S3 .relating to photographs oi a person who had visited 
tho Cuban end Soviet Embassies in Mexico City during October and 
November I9S3; and reports on these cables furnished on November 

23 by CIA to the Secret Service. These messages are accurately 
poraplrrascd in the attachments to tho CIA memorandum of March 2t, 

1954 (Commission Document #67*0* 

b. Cable of October 10 from CIA Mexico City ctation to CIA 
headquarters reporting on Oswald contact at Soviet Embassy, and 
October 10, 1963 message from CIA headquarters to Mexico City station 
of background information on Oswald. These messages are accurately 
reported in tho CIA memorandum of January 31, 1J64.
